passed and aduinistrative matters wre ettended ta, Usually 
TRINMICH reviewed with CABOT each report reeeived fren the LIMOTOR 
agente and immediate guidance 1s given where possible. Sinse 
theses meetings were THIMMICH's only contact with the Station, 
deiiterate efforts were unde to keep him abreast of gener} 
ation develormnts as well as RURARK dewlepmonts. This has 
proven to be a Glutinet advantage from the stendacint of the 
outaide Staffer’s morale, making him feel much sore part of the 
Station and what it is trying to accomplish.
